The Wide Trousers and Loose Blouse. 


You have wondered, have you not, 
why 
the sailor wears 
hell 
bottom 
trousers, 
neckerchiefs or 
tho 
loose 
blouse? 
There’s a reason for every 
part of a sailor's uniform, explains a 
Baltimore naval authority. 
Suggestions are continually dowing 
into tho various offices of the navy de­ 
partment regarding a change iii the 
sailor’s dress, hut Uncle Sam pays lit­ 
tle attention to them. 
Ile has consid- 
o rn I the m atter thoroughly anil has de­ 
cided that no change for tho hotter 
could he made. 
The uniform of tho United States 
sailor is practically tho same today as 
it was when the navy was first organ­ 
ised. 
There have been a few changes 
Iii recent years, the most conspicuous 
of which is tile abolition of the knife 
lanyard. Tho knife lanyard is a white 
braid that was worn around the sail­ 
or’s neck, ou the end of which was fas- 
tened a knife. This knife was kept iii 
a hack pocket 
The lanyard was a 
part of the uniform characteristic of 
the sailors for many years hack. 
But 
now that the sailing vessels are no 
longer used in warfare the lanyard is 
rapidly disappearing in all countries. 
The only form of lanyard used now 
by the United States Is the black silk 
one, which is worn by Hie boatswain’s 
mate. 
There is no knife on the end, 
however, but in its stead is tied the 
boatswain’s call. This is a silver whis­ 
tle used on board the vessel for signal­ 
ing purposes. 
The neckerchief for undress purposes 
lins been done away with to a great 
extent, lint it is still used in tho dress 
uniform. Then there is the large sailor 
collar. 
Both (Iii* large collar and the 
cuffs were abolished oil the working 
blouses some time ago. but recently 
tile collars have been recalled, though 
they are not as large as iii former 
years. 
The jailor’s uniform is practically the 
same throughout the world. 
But why 
has each and every nation accepted the 
same style of dress? The balloon trulls 
em. tho flap, the broad collars, the 
neckerchiefs, the loose blouse and Hic 
(iiuyanis 
have been condemned by 
some of the officials of the navy’ de­ 
partment for many years, but the old 
style prevails. 
There are various reasons why the 
hell 
bottom trousers were adopted 
Have you ever watched a sailor at 
work? Have you ever seen him scrub 
the boat or wnsh the decks? 
This is 
his dally task, 
lie rolls up his t roils 
ors and wades right through the water 
And what would he do lf lie were in 
cased in the snug, commonplace sort 
of clothes that landlubber* live In?

Vile soldier or the marine lins a lock­ 
er or some other convenient place to 
keep Ids suit, bid the sailor must store 
Ids outfit iu a white canvas bag which 
lins every appearance of a pillow case. 
If he were wearing the clothing as sug­ 
gested by many he would have a dally 
task pressing Ills trousers. 
The expansion of the trouser leg at 
the lower end and the loose blouse 
therefore are not used merely to con­ 
vey to the eye the traditional picture 
of the sailor, hut have been adopted 
after careful and close observations.— 
Baltimore American.

STONE MEASURE. 


Thera la No Regular Unit, and It Fairly 
Revels In Variety. 
Owing to the variety of uses to 
which stone is put, there is no regu­ 
lar unit of measurement employed by 
tho quarrymen, the stone being sold by 
the cubic yard, cubic foot, ton, cord, 
perch, rod, square foot, square yard, 
square, etc. 
Building aud monumental 
stone, especially the dressed product. 
is usually sold by the cubic foot or the 
cubic yard, although this unit varies 
with the class of stone and with the 
locality; a large quantify of rough 
stone is sold by tho perch, cord or 
ton. 
Rubble and riprap, Including stone 
for such heavy masonry as breakwater 
and jetty work. are generally sold by 
Hie coni or ton. 
Fluxing stone and 
stone for chemical use - a s for alkali 
works, sugar factories, carbonic acid 
plants mid paper m ills-are sold by 
the long ton. 
Flagstone and curbstone 
are sold by the square yard or the 
square foot, the thickness being vari­ 
able and dependent on the orders re­ 
ceived. Granite paving blocks are sold 
Invariably by numl*er. but the blocks 
are not of uniform size, the value de 
pending on tho size of the block and 
the lalK»r necessary to cut Into the 
*ha|si desired. 
Diller paving material 
is sold by various units, such as ton 
or cut de yard. 
Crushed stone is usually sold by the 
cubic yard or ton, the short ton tie­ 
ing inure generally used. 
The weight 
of a cubic yard of crushed stone varies 
fnan 2,300 to 3,UUP [founds, the average 
weight being about 2,300 pounds. 
In 
certain localities crushed stone Is sold 
by Hie “square” of IOO square feet by 
I foot, or too cubic feet. Crushed stone 
is also sold by the bushel. 2 Ha bushels 
representing a cubic yard of about 
2,Tin) [founds.—Geological Survey Bul 
letiu.

pire. 
This trium ph of tho dem ocratic principle of governm ent 
is the most notable lesson of the conquest of German South­ 
west Africa. 
G erm any’s prem ier dependency, about

the Teutonic plans for a great colonial em pire, lias s u it* lidded 
to the Boer loaders who were so largely encouraged by Germ any 
during the South African war. 
The g ra n t of com plete local 
self-governm ent given South A frica by E ngland has been com­ 
pletely vindicated. 
The Brutish dem ocracy will see In Gen. 
B otha’s success full justification of the governm ental system for 
which Englishm en arc lighting. 
The practical effect of tho Boer conquest will be to heighten 
the value of the Im perial tie to E nglishm en, and will lead to 
a larg er voice in Im perial questions being given to the colonies. 
The occupation of Germ an Southw est Africa is not 
only the 
most im portant victory the allies have won but is also a very 
valuable hostage which G erm any will w ant lo ransom in the 
peace conference after the war. 
Here is the basis of a pus 
Bible conflict of Interests betw een 
E ngland and the 
Boe rn. 
The Boer South A fricans h a v i n g won 
tho Germ any colony 
w ithout help from tho m otherland, are anxious to keep it per­ 
m anently.

Africa has long vaguely aspired to 
expand at Germany’s expense, and now the expansion is ac­ 
com plished fact. 
B ut, lf G erm any cannot be forcibly driven from Belgium and
